ANOTHER TWISTER 
HITS IN ALABAMA, 
KILLING 7 PERSONS 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Mar, 28. 

Another tornado dipped into 
Alabama Sunday and added seven 
deaths to the 862 fatalities caused 
by the freak spring storms in the 
South jugt a week ago today. 

The aster Sunday twister 
struck hard into central Alabama, 
then swept into Georgia with 
diminshed force, leaving wreckage 
and scores of injured in its wake. 

High winds whipped through 
sections of Louisiana and 'Tennes- 
see, likewise with damaging effect. 

By coincidence, the second tor- 
nado followed the path of its pre- 
decessor closely. 

Autsin Laurence, Walker Lau- 
rence, Katherine Laurenee, Perry 
Hicks and Jane Green were killed 
at Lawley, while G. M. Tubbs and 
a Mr, Pate died at Pleasant Grove, 

Rain and hail accompanied the 
vindstorm, Stones the size of base- 
halls were reported at Cordova. 
Foliage from trees was stripped, 
automobiles battered, windows 
smashed and livestock killed. 

Virtually all of Alabama was 
lashed by high winds and drench- 
ed with torrential rains.

Seores of Montgomery 
mingham motorists, attracted to 
the scene of last Monday’s ,catas- 
trophe, saw the tornado which 
crossed the highway north of 
Thorsby. Some of them abandoned 
their cars, taking refuge in ditch- 
es, Billy Smith, Clanton newspa- 
per publisher, was near Jemison 
when he saw the storm approach- 
ing. He escaped by rapid driving. 

“We saw it coming for three or 
four miles,’ Mr. Smith said, “and 
recognized it for a tornado from 
descriptions and pictures. 

“The wind reached almost gale 
foree, causing us to look up and 
in the Southwest this great black 
cloud, shaped like a gigantic fun- 
nel, was moving down on us. 

‘Debris was constantly being 
whipped out from the tail as_ it 
boiled along in our direction. The 
funnel was fringed with boiling 
white streamers. 

“Hundreds of motorists 
along the highway, which is the 
Birmingham - Montgomery road, 
looking at the ruins of last week 


were 


and confusion reigned among 
them. Everyone seemed aware 


that a tornado was bearing down 
upon them and sought safety wher- 
ever they could. Many abandoned 
their cars in the road and crouch- 
ed in witches and after the tor- 
nado passed were drenched in the 
driving rain that followed. 

“T have often heard of torna- 
does, but this is one of my first 
to witness. No one who has not 
seen such a twister can compre- 
hend its destructive force.” 
EYE-WITNESS REPORTS 

Many eye-witness reports reach- 
ed Montgomery of the storm which 
swept across Jordan Dam or Lock 
18. An employe of the Alabama 
Power Company at its power plant 
there said a writhing tornado 
struck the west bank of the river 
about 20 yards from the switch 
yard, bounded into the stream, 
throwing up a large pillar of 
water, rushed over to the east bank 
where it uprooted a pine thicket 
and then lifted from the earth with 
a burden of swirling trees. 

L. C. Watts of Montgomery was 
in a motor boat on Jordan Lake 
about half a mile above the dam 
when the storm broke. It gripped 
his boat and spun it like a top, 
throwing him into the water and 
snapping off the outboard motor. 

“T swam ashore,’ Mr. Watts 
said, “but swimming was diffieult 
on account of the waves started 
by the storm. When the tornado 
struck the surface it threw up a 
ereat column of water, My boat 
was washed ashore and then 
washed off again by a wave.” 
DIDN’T FEEL EFFECT 

M. GC. Shepherd, also of Mont- 
gomery, was in a boat near the 
‘Lake Region Club, but did not feel 
its effect. He said the twister hit 
behind the fishing lodges on the 
west bank and then struck across 
the water and ascended from the 
earth on the east side. It was fol- 
lowed, he said, by a gale with rain 
and hail. Hail stones were as 
large as pigeon eggs, he said. 

Berto H. Johnson left Montgom- 
ery as soon as reports of the 
storm reached here. Returning he 
reported widespread property dam- 
age in the vicinity of the Old 
State Farm, but no injuries. He 
learned two tornadoes struck in 
that territory, the first at 1:80, 
the second at 2:15 p.m, 

Mr. Johnson, who explored the 
storm struck section of Elmore 
County, reported two separate and

Mr. ’eupin had been connected | 
with the highway Vepartment for 
the last elpnat or LU years and was 
regarded as one of the ablest and 
most competent engineers the de- 
partments official personnel ever | 
nad included since its organization, 

In the emergency created by the 
disastrous floods of the Spring of 
1929, Mr. Feagin worked day and 
night directing road and bridge re- 
pair crews until a way was opened 
through and over the flood waters 
so that relief workers and supplies 
could reach the flood refugees and 
remove them by truck and automo- 
bile to a place of safety, 

Besides his widow, he ig surviv- 
ed by his mother, Mrs, I. B. Fea- 
ein, of Union Springs; one son, 
Arthur Feagin; Jr, a student at 
Auburn; three daughters, Misses 
Irene and Susie Feagin, students 
at the University of Alabama, and 
Miss Luey Feagin, of Montgomery; 
j tivo brothers, I. B. Feagin and 
Clarence Feagin, both of Birming- 
ham, and two sisters, Mrs. Hattie! 
| Blue, of Union Springs, and Miss 
Lucy Feagin, of New York, 

The news of the death of Mr. 
Feagin was reecived with deep re- 
gret by countless friends through- 
out Southeast Alabama, where he 
was well known. Many Elbians 
were personally acquainted with 
him during the trving time follow- 
ing the flood of March, 1929. He 
was in charge of road and bridge 
repair work in this section and it} 
was through his untirine efforts 
in directing this work that roads 
were opened into Hlba and other 
flooded districts.

Tornadoes in Alabama Monday, 
March 21, destroyed over 1,600 
farm homes and buildings and left 
thousands of farm families home- 
less and without clothing and 
food, 

A majority of those killed and

injured were men, 
and children. 

Farmers suffered heavy losses 
through the destruction of live- 


stock, poultry, feeds, foods and 
timber, 

Surveys of farm damages have 
not been completed but 
agents of Alabama Ixtension Ser- 
vice made the following reports on 
March 238:

agent: 

“In Chilton County 150 houses, 
barns and buildings totally de- 
stroyed with 40 others damaged. 
Estimated 25 head of work stock 
and 26 cattle killed. No estimate 
made on number of hogs or poul- 
try Killed. Peed and timber loss 
heavy, no accurate estimate.” 

R. D. Winch, county agent of 
Marengo County: 

“Thyee separate tornadoes hit 
Marengo, Jefferson, Demonolis, Al- 
lenville and Faunsdale, About 400 
farm homes and buildings valued 
at $250,000 destroyed. Timber 
valued at $15,000. One hundred 
and ten head of livestock valued 
at $5,500 killed. Four thousand 
head of poultry, mostly baby 
chieks, valued at $1,500 destroyed, 
Humans, 15 known dead and 125 
injured.”

A PROCLAMATION 

By The 
GOVERNOR 

WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama at its last session ordered 
an election by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon a cer 
tain proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, whieh pro 
posed amendment is herein set out 
and ordered that the eleetion be 
held on the First Tuesday in May 
in the year 1982, this date being 
more than three months from and 
after the final adjournment of the 
regular session at which the sialid 
amendment was proposed, and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law to 
be given by proclamation of the 
Governor; 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, B. M. Mil 
ler, Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday the 
3rd day of May, 1982, being the first 
Tuesday in May. an election will 
be held at the several polling 
places within tive State of Alabamu 
for the vote of the qualied elec: 
tors of the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form as required by 
law upon the following amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama, viz: 

ARTICH ——. “(a) That the 
municipalities of the Cities of 

Bufaula and Talladega, through 

their respective governing bod- 

jes, in addition to the taxes 
which they are by any other 


provision of the Constitution, 
or any amendment thereto 
otherwise authorized to levy 


and collect, may each levy and 
collect from and after the 
adoption of this amendment, an 
additional tax of not exceeding 
one-half of one per centum per 
annum to be devoted to such 
purposes as may be designated 
by the governing body of the 
municipality, but before any 
such additional tax can be 
levied, it must be voted by a 
rm jority of the qualified elec- 
tors of the municipality, voting 
upon such proposition at an 
election called by the governing 
body of said municipality for 
such purpose, provided, that 
the total taxes levied for all 
purposes by said cities of Bu- 


faula and Talladega shall not 
exceed one and one-half per 


centum in any one year on the 
property situated therein, based 
on the valuation of such prop

Progress in the control of hook 
worm disease hag not been so sat 
isfying but the last survey made 
in 1929 showed that while there 
was still a high rate of infestation, 


Coffee rated more favorably than 
other counties in Southeast Ala 
bama, 

As these diseases got under con- 
trol the second objective under 
taken by the health unit was the 
eradication of tuberculosis and pel- 
larra, In 1981, 112 persons were 
examined for tuberculosis by elin- 
ics, 49 cases and 861 contacts were 
under supervision of the health 
officers. 

The health unit is undertaking 
to exterminate pellagra in Coffee 
County by an edueational eam- 
yaign as well as by direct treat- 
ment of those already affected. 

This is a preventable disease 
brought about by the lack of cer- 
tain vitamins in the diet, Pamph- 
lets and other literature have been 
distributed and direet instruction 
to this one of the major accom- 
plishments of the county health de- 
partment during the past year was 
the distribution of 700 pounds of 
yeast, with an approximate value 
200 to those suffering with 
pellagra. This yeast, which was 
obtained through the American 
Red Cross, contains the vitamin 
necessary for a cure. 

Many other problems of minor 
significance are under the obsery- 
ance of Dr. Stanley and his effi- 
cient assistants.

No tornadoes have been report- 
od during that period from Cov- 
ington or Winston Counties, but 
Mr. Smyth said the absence of any 
tornadoes in these counties is be- 
lieved to be due “solely to lack 
of reports as there seems to be no 
reason why they are immune,” 

During the period from 1794 to 
March, 1925, at least 2888 torna- 
does oceurred in Alabama, the rec- 
ord shows. 

Since 1871 only three years 
have passed without at least one 
tornado—namely 1872, 1877, and 
1907. 

The greatest number of torna- 
does for any year occurred in 
1884 when 81 tornadoes were re-

March is the month that has 
brought the most tornadoes to Ala- 
bama, a total of 80 tornadoes hav- 
ing occurred during this month 
for the period to March, 1925, 
January brought 22, February, 34; 
April, 69, and May, 29. 

Tornadoes seldom occur during 
the months of June, July, August, 
September and October, 

In fact, until March, 1925, there 
is no record of any tornado strik- 
ing Alabama in September, 

or the other months mentioned 
the number ranges from one in 
October to eight in June. 

Fifteen are recorded for Novem- 
ber and nine for December, 

Jefferson County leads all oth- 
ers in the number of tornadoes 
during this period, with 18 to its 
credit, or diseredit. 

Pike County is second with 16, 
Talladega, with 14, is next. Pick- 
ens and Tuscaloosa range high 
with 12 and 11 respectively. Mor- 
gan also had 11 tornadoes and Lee, 
10; Cherokee, 10,aand Hale, nine. 
All others were not as hard hit, 
Montgomery having seven, Dallas 


| six, Cullman eight and Walker 


seven, 

Clarke, Conecuh and Wilcox 
were low with one each. 

The record also reveals that the 
tornadoes which visited the State 
Monday were the most destructive 
on record, 

Heretofore the most destructive 
tornadoes occurred on Appril 20, 
1920, one taking a path across 
Marion, Franklin, Colbert and 
Lawrence Counties, and the other 
across Walker, Cullman, Morgan 
and Madison. These two torna- 
does brought death to 90 persons, 
injured 850, and caused property 
damage of $2,000,000. 

The distance tornadoes travel 
ranges from 828 feet to 310 miles. 

The average width of a torna- 
do.is 948 feet.

ATLANTA, Ga., Mar, 24.—The 
landslide for Gov, vanklin D, 
Roosevell® in yesterday's presiden- 
tial preference primary in Geol 
gin heeame more impre ive today 
as additional returns showed he 
carried each of the 159 countios 
in the State and ineveased his lead 
in popular votes, 

The Governor, on the basis of 
incomplete but decisive returns 
from each county, polled 68,237 
popular votes to 7,1 1 for Judge 
G. H. Howard of Atlanta, who 
sought Georgia's 28 votes in the 
Democratic national convention 
for Speaker John N, Garner, 

Under Georgia’s unusual  pri- 
mary system, whereby the county 
is the unit and not the popular vote 
of the State og a whole, every 
county in the State will instruet 
its delegates to the State Demo- 
eratie convention here April 6 to 
endorse Roosevelt for the Demo- 


leratie presidential nomination. At 


this convention, Georpia’s 28 dele- 
gates to the Chicago convention 
will be chosen and instructed to 
eck the nomination of the New 
York Governor, 

Even in counties where Judge 
Howard formerly lived, the tide 
wag overwhelmingly for Roosevelt. 

In Fulton County, where How- 
ard is a judge of the Superior 
Court, and where he must run for 
reelection next Fall if he wishes 
to remain in office, the vote was:

Springs Foundation for the treat- 
ment of persons suffering from af- 
ter-effects of infantile paralysis, 
Roosevelt received 218 votes and 
Howard 1, The Goyernor main- 
tains a vacation residence there.
